Frequently, on catching the ball from a klckoff. a player, seelnr little chance 


of making a good run. will dash forward and kick the hull Whllo running at 
full speed. Whllo !!• Is dlfllcult to kick the ball accurately under such con- 
ditions, yet the Impetus of tho man's body always gives added force to the 
kick, sending the baM farther than under ordinary circumstances.

How to Block Opponents.
